Bill muſt paſs; but no ſooner were the 
Thoughts read, but the Scene chang'd ; it then 
ES the general Opinion the Bill would not

EO HE Difference between the 
two Iſlands and Kingdoms, 
England and Treland, as 
to Circumterence, is but 
{mall ; but as to Number 
IS US of People, the Diſpropor- 
tion is very great; in Eng- 
land Eight Million; in Ireland 1 200, ooo. 
Admitting 300,000 or more of the ni 
to be Manulacturers and Artificers, after the 
manufactured Goods conſumed in Ireland, 
can there remain ſuch large Quantities to ex- 
port, as to cauſe a Decay in the Woollen, 
Silken, and almoſt every other Branch of 
the Britiſh Trade, at this Time very low, 
as is moſt other Intereſts in England, tho 
| no

elſe affefts the Eugliſo Trade. 

The Woollen and Silken Manufactures 
in France are come to be ſo very conſidera- 
ble, and are brought to ſuch Perfection, as 
after Cloathing Eighteen Million of their 


own People, they have Goods enough to 
under-ſell the Eugliſb Abroad, and clande- 
ſtinely Import into England wrought Silks, 


and fell them Cheaper than We can do : Is 
it then to be believed, that ſuch numerous 
- ManufaQtures, are ſupported by Wool Run 
from England and Ireland? It being a 
Queſtion, whether all the Wool raiſed in both 
Kingdoms, be ſufficient to ſupply 'the Wool- 
len Manufactures in France? 

This being the Caſe, what can be done to 
mend and recover Trade? Induſtrious At- 
temps and good Oeconomy : Begin by 
Working in 1re/and, and Trading with the 
Goods raiſed and manufactured in that King- 
dom; to ſuch Markets the E7g/:/h are under- 
ſold; for in Ireland, Proois are given 
What 1s to. be done in, Trade.

In a few Days after the Bill at firſt in- 
tended farther to reſtrain Trade in Ireland 
came to be read, it was ordered to be 
mended ; and the Amendments were ſuch, 
as from a Bill to reſtrain it, became a Bill to 
encourage Trade in Jreland ; ſoon after 
which, it paſſed in the Negative.
